A RESERVOIR OF JOBS. 

_ Recent news dispatches from New York assert 
that approximately $100,000,000 worth of building 
has been held up indefinitely there because of the 
high cost of labor and materials. That news is 
now supplemented by the statement that $75,000,- 
008 worth of building In Chicago is similarly de- 
layed. Unquestionably the same situation is in 
effect in smaller cities throughout the country. 
Probably nearly half a billion dollars’ worth of 
building in all is thus: checked. 

This is a matter for congratulation rather than 
regret. It indicates an automatic development of 
a reservoir of jobc. The caution and conservatism 
revealed by those who are thus postponing con- 
struction promises to spread building activity and 
attendant prosperity over a long period. Ob 
viously that is much more to be desired than 
would be a mad rush to build at any cost which 
srould end with a crash when costs became over 
whelming. 

Postponement of eohstruction today by those 
te whom costs appear prohibitory should allow 
continuation of ‘operations already undertaken. 
That means a tendency to stabilize the labor mar- 
ket and the production and cost of building mate- 
rials. But if thaf‘end is to be attained labor must 
be wise. It is right in the circumstances that labor 
should receive high wages. But it is likely to bring 
about a sudden ‘collapse of building activity. The 
incidents of delay cited are a warning of this as 
well as a promise of coritinued activity if costs are 
“Phe puildings planned but now held in reserve 
cam supply a reservoir of jobs in the day when 
current building ts completed. That is a situation 
greatly to be desired. It. means stabilisation of 
business and prosperity. It is encouraging to note 
that it is being brought about by economic forces. 
“But we should not therefote jose sight of the 
fact that it should be supported by more arbitrary 
decision. Construction of public buildings, high- 
ways, waterways, and other tmprovements financed 
out of public funds is. Ukely to disregard costs. 
Arbitrary checks upon such construction and ex- 
penditure now will not only reduce competition 
and the consequent cost of immediate private con- 

tion but will mésn cheaper costs eventually 
for public construction. More important, they 
um be used at a later Gate to give jobs and con-

That is 
not the fault of our laws or of our courts, but of 
ourselves.

A- new relationship between the United States | 
and Canada, of tremendoug potential benefit to 
both countries, is suggested in the speech of W. 5S. 
Fielding, Canadian minister of finance, on the 
occasion of the presentation of his annual budget. 
Mr. Fielding announces that Canada is ready to 
enact a treaty- of reciprocity with the United 
States whenever we are reatly. :

Washington, D. C., May 13.—The 
treasury’s call for $490,000,000 with 
which to complete the refunding of 
Victory notes has brought subscrip- 
tions in excess of a billion dollars in 
cash and offers to exchange old securi- 
ties for new. 

Announcement was made tonight 
that the books had been closed to fur- 
ther cash subscriptions to the issue 
of 4% per cent bonds, maturing March 
15, 1927. Subscriptions will be ac 
cepted, however, for a few days more 
for exchange of Victory notes or ™ma- 
turing certificates of indebtedness, but 
the treasury may not accept finally 
more@than a total of $500,000,000 in 
casH and exchanges combined. 

A further flotation of short term 
obligations will take place in June, but 
this issue may not exceed §250,000,000. 

Secretary Mellon has predicted that 
the public debt will Amount to about 
$22,400,000,000 at the end of the fiscal 
year, June 30, a reduction of more than

Introduction. 


The world is certainly moving along. 

The Rockefeller foundation, which 
has done so much for the improve- 
ment of mankind physically, which 
has under its roofs an aggregation of 
the greatest minds in the history. of 
science who day by day are making 
tremendous strides in the conquering 
of such dread diseases as cancer, in- 
fantile paralysis, yellow fever, sleeping 
sickness, and so on, has found time to 
give serious thought and study to the 
question of human happiness. 

Dr. Katherine Bement Davis, head 
of the bureau of social hygiene, one 
of the greatest experts in sociology, 
one of the most sane and wholeminded 
women alive today, has turned her at- 
tention to the questions of the human 
heart; questions which involve so many 
unhappy marriages, so many disil- 
lusioned lives and shattered homes. 

~~ 

The need for more adequate data as 
to both the physical and mental facts 
of the sex life of the normal individual 
is now generally recognized by psy- 
chologists, psychiatrists, medical men, 
and those interested in social hygiene. 
They believe that however much may 
be accomplished by the control of 
diseases on the one. hand and the en- 
actment and enforcement of vice laws 
on the other, the fundamental method 
to be employed in bringing about a 
more satisfactory adjustment of sex 
relationship is that of education of the 
individual. 

To acquire data necessary to make 
a study upon which to base educa- 
tional programs, the bureau of social 
hygiene, codperating with a committee 
consisting of eleven women known for 
their work in psychology, medicine an1 
sociology, prepared and issued to 10,000 
women a questionnaire relating to ex- 
periences of sex. 

_— 

The list of names was obtained with 
the aid of a large organization which 
has representatives in practically every 
city and town of any size in the 
country. The instructions were th2i 
the names submitted should be those 
of married women of respectable stand- 
ing in the communityfof sufficient in- 
telligence and education to understand 
and answer in writing a rather ex- 
haustive set of questions as to sex 
experience. These were chosen for 
the most part from the alumnz of 
our colleges and universities and from 
the published lists of members of 
women’s clubs, the sex histories of 
such a group necessarily making an 
important contribution to the subject.

And it is significant of the evident 
need and timeliness vf such a study 
that out of 10,000 fully 1,000 women 
answered honestly and frankly, co- 
operating with the Rockefeller founda- 
tion to the utmost of their ability. It 
is a courageous act, and the nation 
certainly owes a debt of gratitude to 
those women for thelr willingness to 
contribute so much to the solution of 
this poignant problem of the ailments 
of the heart.
